John Highberger. landscape archi­ 
tect. who has been spending his sum ­ 
mers here and winters in Memphis, 
in pursuit of his chosen prolession, 
which is that of transforming plots of 
land of the more ordinary type and 
usually about the more portentlous 
homes of this city and Memphis, into 
replicas of nature’s more beautiful 
spots elsewhere. Is at the present time 
engaged in transforming a part of the 
spacious grounds of the Mrs. Grace 
Phillips Johnson home, Moody ave­ 
nue, into a reproduction of a typical 
W e s t e r n Pennsylvania woodland, 
which in it5 natural state is among 
the more beautiful scenery of 
the 
world. 
In order to landscape the Johnson 
property in this manner, Mr. High­ 
berger w'ith his group of trained as­ 
sistants and a large number of labor­ 
ers. is at the present time engaged 
in doing a number of the most un ­ 
usual and in fact uncanny things that 
can be imagined in the m atter of 
transplating the natural plant life, 
trees, shrubbery and even the small­ 
est forms of plant life peculiar to the 
forest life of this section of the world 
to the John-son property. 
Transport Immense Trees 
People of the city experienced a 
more or less wierd feeling Monday 
and on several previous occasions in 
seeing trees, almost of gigantic pro­ 
portions 
transpot-ted 
through 
the 
streets by truck, unloaded at the 
Johnson property and replanted in 
the Johnson property near the Moody 
avenue front. 
Monday afternoon, a fine red oak 
in full leaf, thirty feet in height and 
with girth of eight inches at the lower 
part of its trunk was transported 
from Mrs. Johnson’s property near 
East New Castle to her Moody avenue 
property.

of the plant, measuring seven feet 
by three feet and weighing two tons. 
This was moved into the truck at the 
original place of growth, and from 
the truck at its destination, by means 
of house rollers, to a hole slightly lar­ 
ger than the native earth about the 
roots. 
The tree according to Mr. High­ 
berger w'as transplanted by what Is 
known as the Hicks system, w'hich is 
that of digging a trench about its 
roots in such a way as to disturb only 
its very minor roots and the original 
ball of earth on the roots kept intact 
by a solid oak platform underneath 
and what might be termed a corset, 
consisting of heavy canvas and a n et­ 
work of supporting heavy ropes all 
around the sides of the earth, keeping 
the original soil and roots in their 
original position until again lowered 
into a specially prepared hole in the 
ground at the point of destination. 
The hole in w^ich this is placed is 
larger and in the space left outside 
the original earth about the roots, is 
filled with soil and woody substances 
of the native place of the tree, so 
that the roots will be right at home, 
so to speak, when they start to grow 
out. 
I 
Moving Successful 
! 
So carefully are these trees moved 
that they seldom w’ilt. 
Mr. Highber­ 
ger plans to move numerous sugar 
maples, hickory, oak, wild crab and 
other native forest trees to the John­ 
son property in the same manner. 
In 
fact he had already this spring moved 
several dogwood trees to the place and 
they are doing fine. 
He 
will 
also j 
transplant rhododendrons, mountain 
hether and other native snfall plants 
to make the place a perfect reproduc­ 
tion of a western Pennsylvania forest. 
Mr. Highberger states that he has 
been moving even larger trees of oth­ 
er types in the south. 
In the Johnson property are .spruce 
and hemlock trees of large propor­ 
tions. which he transplanted last year 
and they are doing fine. 
Another 
transformation 
th a t 
he 
perfected in the Johnson property j 
last fall is a rockery, adjacent to the I 
Western Pennsylvania w'oodland that i 
he is now landscaping. This is beau­ 
tiful in its effects of small lake.s, ialls, 
with holly, pines, hemlock, azalea and 
all kinds of plants, trees and shrubs 
native to this section are now in full 
beauty. 
Water lillies and fish are be­ 
ing placed in the small lakes. 
Another interesting feature of the 
improvement at the Johnson property 
as being carried out by Mr. Highber­ 
ger is a .special tennis court, which Is 
being made of limestone dust, which 
Is of a pulverized form and had a 
con.stituenry of cement in hardening 
effect. 
It is being given a pink color 
by the u.se of iron ore. 
! 
When the improvements are com­ 
plete, the John.son property will be 
one of the most beautiful places in 
this section of the country.
